After years of per- 
sistent effort on the part of the Rhode Island Pharmaceutical 
Association the College of Pharmacy was formally organized 
July 18, 1902. 


With the opening of the new College building more than 350 
students will be accommodated and the institution will be 
equipped with laboratories and all modern apparatus necessary 
to the proper training of young men and women as capable 
and safe pharmacists. 


Requirements for Matriculation 


Applicants will be accepted who bring any of the following 
credentials: 


1. Diploma of graduation from accredited High School. 


2. Diploma of graduation from accredited Normal School or 
Academy. 

3. Applicant who has attended High School or an Academy 
of equal grade for at least two years and who furnishes certificate 
showing that he successfully passed in all of the studies of the two 
years may be allowed an entrance examination at the discretion 
of the examining committee.

Each candidate for the degree of Pharmaceutical Chemist or 
Doctor of Pharmacy must prepare a Thesis of 1,000 to 2,000 
words upon some subject of Practical Pharmacy, Chemistry, 
Materia Medica, or Physiology. He must present to the Dean on 
or before December lst preceding graduation the title of this 
Thesis; on or before February 1st a synopsis, and on or before May 
15th the complete Thesis.
